U.S. EMBASSY’S 
ESCAPE

The American Embassy in Chungkin 
narrowly escaped being hit when oF 
Japanese warplanes rained bombs on 
the Yangtse River front this afternoon. 

Many bombs fell on the south bank of 
the river close to the Embassy, while 
another exploded in the river about 
seventy-five yards from the American 
gunboat, the Utetilla, which was lying 
off the American Embassy. The gun- 
boat was not damaged. 

The offices of Colonel William Mayer, 
Military Attaché at the United States 
Embassy, were bombed, and the Inter- 
national Club—one of Chungking’s 
Jandmarks—was badly damaged by a 
direct hit, half the building being 
destroyed.

WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

President Roosevelt to-day issued an 
executive order ‘‘ freezing’’ all German 
and Italian assets in the United States, 
assets of all invaded and occupied 
European countries not covered by 
previous orders, and assets of all other 
countries of continental Europe, sub- 
ject in this case to exemption by 
icence. 

This latter measure is designed to 
agsist the control of Axis assets, but 
general licence of exemption will be 
made to Finlard, Portugal, Spain 
Sweden, Switzerland and the U.S.5.R. 
on receipt of adequate assurances from 
the Governments of those countries 
that the licences will not be used by 
them or their nationals to evade the 
purposes of the order. 

The order thus has the effect of 
adding five countries, besides Germany 
and Italy, to the list of those subject 
to ‘‘freezing”’ control — Albania, 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Danzig and 
Poland. 

The latest available figures indicate 
that assets held directly by the Axis 
in the United States total about 
900,000,000 dollars (some £50,000,000), 
but it is believed that other amounts 
may be held under other names. 

These measures are taken in view of 
the unlimited national emergency 
recently declared by the President and 
are intended, among other purposes, to 
prevent the use of ‘inancial facilities in 
ways harmful to national* defence and 
other administration interests, to pre- 
vent the liquidation in the United 
States of assets obtained by duress or 
conquest and to help to curb subversive 
activities in the- United States. The 
machinery of the Treasury is “‘ already 
in motion’ to put the measures into 
effect, stated the White House.

NEW YORK HARBOUR

“ Attacks were made on the Central 
Mediterranean harbour of the Italian 
island of Lampedusa and the enemy- 
occupied island of Mitylene, in the 
ZEgean. Another submarine ' investi- 
gated’ the harbour of Benghazi. 

“The victims of the British attack 
were four Italian schooners, an arm 
trawler, a fully-laden su ply ship, and 
a large supply lighter—all sunk. Two 
tankers and an armed merchant cruiser 
were torpedoed and damaged.”’

CEREMONIES 


Three stained-glass windows, the 
presentation of Blackrock College Union 
to the Archbishop of Dublin (the Most 
Rev. Dr. John Ó. McQuaid) were un- 
veiled yesterday in the Oratory of the 
Castle—the Senior House of Blackrock 
College. 

The windows—the work of Miss Evie 
Hone—depict the Descent of the Holy 
Ghost on Our Lady and the Apostles. 
It was decided that the Union’s gift 
to the Archbishop should take this 
form, as Dr. McQuaid was Dean of 
the Senior House at the time of his 
appointment to the Archbishopric. 

r. J. A. Harbison, the outgoing 
President of Blackrock College Union, 
made the presentation, and paid a 
compliment to the work of the Arch- 
bishop. 

The Most Rev. Dr. McQuaid, in 
reply, said he thought that they had in 
these singular windows a work that, by 
the fearlessness of colour, unity of 
composition, and expressiveness of 
drawing, resembled closely the 12th 
century artistry of Chartres and the 
later glass of Troyes.

The Archbishop also received a gift 
from the senior boys of the College— 
a water-colour painting of the Castle 
by Miss Mainie Jellett. .

By Our MHUITARY CoRRESPONDENT. 


HILE a comparative lull—or at 
least a slow-motion phase—is 
taking place in the land war- 

fare, it may be .dvantageous to take 
a look at the warfare at sea, with a 
view to forming an opinion as to how 
it is likely to influence operations 
generally. Taking first the operations 
in the Mediterranean, we find that 
British losses in warships have been 
considerable in recent weeks. In addi- 
tion to the three cruisers and four 
destroyers lost at the beginning of the 
Cretan operations, two more destroyers 
and an anti-aircraft cruiser were lost 
during the evacuation. This last ship 
was one of a class of obsolescent light- 
cruisers which had been reconstructed 
for A.A. protection of convoys some 
years before the war: all the arma- 
ment was on high-angle mountings and 
there was a liberal share of multiple, 
heavy, A.A. machine-guns. Two other 
ships have also been lost off the Libyan 
coast—the large monitor, Terror, and 
an ‘‘ Insect’ class river gunboat. The 
former ship will be a loss, in view of her 
shallow draught permitting her two 
15-inch guns to te worked close 
in-shore. 

Altogether, it is clear that no ships 
are likely to be spared from the 
Mediterranean for some time to come. 
Indeed, the opposite is the case—in view 
of the uncertainty prevailing as to the 
movements of French ships at the pre- 
sent time. In the circumstances it is 
not suprising to hear mention from 
time to time of Admiral Somerville’s 
squadron making incursions into the 
aiedidaresinentt: ossibly, both he and 
Admiral Cunningham may have to be 
permanently reinforced. It will be 
remembered that Malaya, of the 
Gibraltar squadron, was damaged by 
torpedo some time ago, when on convoy 
work. Apparently she is under repair 
in an American yard at the moment— 
an instructive example of the value of 
American assistance at the present 
time.

Such being the general situation in 
the Middle Sea, it is clear that the 
outer oceans must look to their own 
resources. It has been stated that 
“German surface raiders and at least 
one German suvmarine have been very 
active in the South Atlantic; and we 
know that some German merchantme 
have made their way round from 
Puerto Montt in Southern Chile to 
Mar del Plata just south of the great 
estuary. Also, Italian submarines from 
the Indian Ocean have made their way 
home round Africa. Probably, how- 
ever, such outer fringe operations can 
be dealt with by local resources; we 
know, for instance, that in India mine- 
sweepers, corvettes and patrol boats 
are being constructed. It is the North 
Atlantic which is the really important 
theatre.

Possibly 
this last-named ship has not yet quite 
finished her trials. 


EFFECT OF BRITISH 


RAIDS 


Apparently, Prinz Eugen, Bismarck’s 
consort, has been located in Brest— 
fuelling needs, in all probability. In 
the ordinary course, this ship would 
be very much more. vulnerable to 
aerial attack than the two battle 
cruisers already in the same port. Al- 
together, the situation regarding ‘sur- 
face craft backing for the submarine 
offensive has worsened appreciably ; 
while the recent intensive British raid- 
ing of German yards has probably 
slowed up new construction of sub- 
marines themselves—as also of the 
Blohm and Voss seaplanes Ea 

Regarding the aerial side of the 
commercial warfare, the Germans have 
recently seemed to turn rather towards 
the ritish East coast, Bristol

Not 
the least advantage would be the 
fixing of an enormous wedge between 
Japan and “ contact with her 
partners in the Tripartite Pact—with, 
AN a conseguent easing of the 

ar East position. In the more imme- 
diate way, t% would facilitate locally 
the establishment of a self-contained 
front—facing N.W. and based, for 
material supplies, on Australia, India 
and South Africa in increasing 
measure. On the surface, at all events, 
it would seem to compensate for many 
Cretes. 

Now, what is likely to be the German 
reaction to a complete Allied success 
of this nature? It would be quite 
foreign to their accepted military pro- 
cedure to tamely accept the fart 
accompli.
